If,._as they said, they objected to. the 
public harbor ‘improvement upon the 
ground of taxation, that could be taken 
as an excnse, although ‘a very lame one, 
and not the real one, but when. they ‘at- 
tack an‘enterprise which can in no man- 
ner be a tax or burden upon the public 
or upon anybody except those who build- 
it, then they show that their reasom is not 
taxation but a policy of destruction and 
obstruction, for reasons which can well 
be imagined and of.avhich the people are 
now well aware. 

The ferry asked no help from ‘the ¢ity; 
no ‘help, from the people; ‘no favors, 
grants, royalties, bonuses, or anything 
else, except to. put in at the company’s 


sshoiciantn pinddadine 
“the people desired to ride on. the ferry 
they could do go at the ‘regular rates for 
such transportation, and if they ’ did not 
want to ride, that: was their® privilege.

—~sion hands them the setback and rebuke— 


they so richly deserve. 
In that ‘hearing Pillsbury attacked the 
new manufacturing industry which is to, 
build and operate on the land of the Ellis 
Landing & Dock Company, having: al- 
ready purchased the site. This industry 
is one of ‘great merit, backed by banks 
and monéy, and asked no favors of’ any- 
body—-but it committed the unpardonable 
sin; in the eyes of the-Pillsbury interests, 
in' daring to locate an industry along the 
southern shore. of Richmond, instead of 
going to the north and west. 

These things show the miserable spirit 
which actuates these men in seeking to 
hinder Richmond’s growth. They speak
